The minister admitted there are 
questions to be settled between 
Japan and Russia but they were, 
he said, question of business rather 
than politics and would be settled |

EVENTUALLY, WHY NOT NOW? 

Delegates to the convention of the 
Alberta Association of Municipal districts 
passed a resolution urging the Dominion 
Government to assume the full cost of 
giving direct relief. 

City taxpayers will welcome that endor- 
sation of a claim that they feel to be both 
fair and necessary. The municipal dis- 
tricts have not been as hard hit by relief 
costs as the cities. This expression of 
opinion is on that account more, rather 
than less, significant. 

The probability is that sooner or later 
the Dominion will have to assume both 
the full cost of further direct relief and 
also the share which has hitherto been 
assessed against the cities. For the cities 
have not been really paying their share; 
they have capitalized the amount and 
passed it along for future consideration. 
The havoc that has been wrought in the 
taxpayer's assets by the depression leaves 
little prospect that he will be able to make 
up these arrears together with a one- 
third share of future relief costs. 


A ONE WAY RULE 

The Canadian dollar is rated three cents 
higher than the United States dollar. 
Canadians can therefore buy $103 worth 
of goods in the United States for $100 in 
Canadian money. 

But that won't do them any good. 
Ottawa steps out to announce that if any 
of them do so the $3 will be added to the 
duty they must pay to bring the goods 
into Canada. This is done to maintain 
for the protected interests of Canada the 
full measure of protection decreed for 
them by parliament. 

A few months ago the Canadian dollar 
was worth only 85 cents in United States 
money. If Canadians bought United 
States goods they had to pay $115 in 
Canadian money for $100 worth of goods. 
Did Ottawa deduct the $15 exchange from 
the amount the Canadian consumer had 
to pay to bring the goods into Canada? It 
did not. It “soaked” him as though he 
had got $115 worth of goods for his 
money. 

The rule only works one way, it seems. 
When a protected interest or industry is 
threatened with losing some orders, the 
amount of the favorable exchange is added 
to the duty charges on imported goods. 
When a consumer was made to pay $115 
for $100 worth of United States goods, 
the adverse exchange was not subtracted 
from his duty charges, nor any part of it. 

The dumping duties are employed to 
secure to the protected industry owner 
the full measure of protection parliament 
said he should have. But nothing was 
done to secure to ten milion consumers 
the right to import goods at the duty 
parliament said they should pay. . 


SWAMPED BY BONI 


A commission of three investigators, 
representing Newfoundland, Great Britain 
and Canada, have decided that Newfound- 
land can no longer enjoy the privileges of 
responsible government. That island 
dominion is so swamped with debt the 
commission can suggest no way of paying 
its obligations unless it gives up the status 
and expense of self-government and re- 
turns to the role of a crown colony. Pre- 
mier Allardice says he sees nothing else for 
it and the outlook is that Newfoundland 
will shortly pass under contro! of an ad- 
ministrative commission, which will farm 
it for the benefit of its bond-holders. 

For Newfoundland has been strictly 
orthodox on the money question. It has 
not reached the present pass by any path- 
way of monetary experiment, but along 
the “sound” money road. When it needed 
funds for capital expenditure it borrowed 
them in the usual way, issuing interest- 
bearing bonds as certificates of indebted- 
ness to those from whom it borrowed. 
Now the bond-holders are to foreclose, 
take control, and levy upon such industries 
and interests as they please, in such man- 
ner and degree as they think effective. to 
secure the interest due them and ‘the 
principal when that becomes due. 

We have heard a good dea! in the last 
two years about Germany and France 
beving ruined themselves by infla‘ing 


rs 


their currencies. They didn’t do anything 
of the kind; inflation with them was only 
a trick to pay off war debts. Newfound- 
land now provides an example of a country 
that has gone flat broke by issuing 
interest-bearing bonds. Germany and 
France at least “inflated” themselves some 
way out of debt. Newfoundland has 
“inflated” itself into debt, so far in that 
its taxpayers are to be disfranchised en 
mass; not by “printing’’ money, but by 
printing bonds. 

Canadians should pondey that fact. 
They are being told insistently that if the 
parliament of Canada should start issuing 
money to pay for public works the 
country would be headed straight for ruin; 
but that it is entirely safe for parliament 
to issue interest-bearing bonds. Somebody 
should try to tell that to the Newfound- 
landers. They thought the same thing, 
and it has landed them where they are. 

Of course a country could be ruined by 
an over-issue of money. But it can also 
be ruined, and more quickly, by an over- 
issue of interest-bearing bonds. And 
there is no patent device that can save a 
country from the one evil or the other. 
The common sense of parliament and the 
electors is the only thing that can control 
either the issue of money or the issue of 
bonds. There is no automatic safeguard, 
and there can be none, against the 
inflation of bonded-indebtedness. New- 
foundland illustrates that. The taxpayers 
of Canada, paying out $1,000,000 every 
day in bond interest, can appreciate the 
fact, and the reason for Newfoundland’s 
predicament.

Young German Communists in Canada had 
better take warning from the fate that overtook 
young Hans Frederick Kist, who was deported from 
Canada nearly a year ago, and ts reported dead as 
the result of tortures inflicted in a Nazi prison 
camp. His guards are said to have dropped heavy 
weights on his legs, breaking both limbs. 

Kist was fireman on the steamer R. C. Ryckers 
from Japan and deserted the vessel at Vancouver, 
where he sold Communist papers on the streets 
and worked a Lulu Island farm. He met a Russian 
girl at the coast. They had taken out a license to 
marry, but he was arrested before the ceremony 
could be performed. In due course Kist was de- 
ported from Halifax with seven other Communists 
charged with contravention of Section 41 of the 
Criminal Code—advocating the overthrow of the 
government. Kist had said that his deportation 
would mean his death. Nothing is known of the 
fate of his wife and child—born after his arrest— 
or of the other seven deportees.

Eezema A Curable 
Disorder

Many people have so little success in curing 
eczema with treatments applied solely to the out- 
side of the body that they decide it is an incurable 
disorder; this is not true, for when the treatmont is 
directed toward cleansing the inside of the body 
of poisons, the disease becomes entirely curable. 

The name eczema comes 
from the Greek and means 
“to bubble out.” There is ‘strong 
evidence to believe that eczema 
is due to an impure blood- 
stream and that the poisons are 
literally bubbling out through 
the skin. Eczema is a very com- 
mon skin disorder and is actu- 
ally a chronic catarrhal inflam- 
mation. It is not contagious, 
attacks all ages, is msot fre- 
quently found among blondes 
with a dry skin, and men are 
in greater danger of it than 
women.

Rheum or Tetter, 

Several different forms of eczema are known 
but the symptoms likely to be found in all forms 
are: feeling of heat or burning through the af- 
fected parts, itching, redness of the skin, oozing 
of a sticky fluid which will stiffen linen, some 
thickening and hardening of the tissues, and the 
formation of either crusts or dry scales. 

A typical case begins with itching, burning and 
redness, followed by the appearance of small 
blisters which grow larger, run together and 
break. The fluid which oozes out is clear. The 
blisters are often broken by scratching or by 
chafing with the clothing. When the seeping of 
fluid is especially noticeable, “weeping eczema” 
is said to be present. The skin inflammatioh 
spreads by the breaking out of new patches while 
the old ones are drying, or by the increase in size 
of the original areas. 

In some forms the red blotches are the main 
feature, in others the oozing is most marked, in 
others a discharge of pus is the main symptom 
and in others there may occur the formation of 
deep cracks which are slow to heal. 

The severest itching is seen in that form which 
is most likely to attack the face, the hands, or to 
locate behind the ears. The type of eczema in 
which pus is discharged is most frequently found in 
the scalp or the ears. 

The most important cause of eczema is a sys- 
temic toxemia arising from wrong diet. The errors 
usually responsible are: use of wrong food com- 
binations, unwise selection of food, over-eating, 
and the use of too much sugar. When the under- 
lying cause is present no direct exciting cause is 
required to bring about the onset of the skin in- 
flammation in the majority of cases. However, in 
some cases, where a trade eczema is found, an 
exciting cause may be the continued irritation of 
the hands by keeping them in certain materials. 
Trade eczemas occur with dishwashers, butter- 
makers, chocolate-dippers, dyers, etc. 

The main part of the treatment to overcome 
eczema is to remove the faulty eatting habits which 
are creating the internal poisons. I have seen many 
hundreds of the seemingly incurable cases which 
were entirely cured with the right treatment. In 
curing eczema, the best plan is to use a fruit juice 
fast which will bring about a more rapid elimina- 
tion of wastes through the other natural channels 
than would otherwise occur and will thus relieve 
the skin of part of the work of eliminating them. 
During the fast, you are to use one enema per day. 
Follow the cleansing fast with a careful diet, using 
plenty of cooked and raw non-starchy vegetables, 
and a moderate amount of meat. Avoid pie, cake, 
doughnuts, bread, and all rich foods. Sun baths 
are especially recommended in the treatment of 
eczema, or, the same treatment may be securéd 
by exposure to the ultra violet light. These local 
treatments may be taken at a doctor's office. 

To cleanse the affected parts, dip clean cotton 
in olive oil and gently smooth over the itchy areas. 
While preparations to be applied directly to the 
skin may ease the itching, the permanent cure 
will best be brought about by the fasting and 
dieting treatment which I have suggested. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Clive W. writes: “What about 
the question of personal cleanliness? There are 
often the foul odors from humans from lack of soap 
and water. I understand that the persons con- 
cerned do not detect this odor, therefore, it is more 
difficult to overcome.” 

ANSWER: Some peoplee bathe regularly and 
are yet troubled with body odor. It is not always 
because of lack of soap and water, but often from 
internal uncleanliness. Certain odors are associat- 
ed with certain diseases, but a full colon is the prin- 
cipal cause of all repulsive bodily odors. The rem- 
edy is diet and intestinal cleanliness.

FIRST THROUGH WELLAND 
CANAL 

On this date, in 1829, the first 
vessels passed through the then 
newly built Welland canal, Ham- 
ilton Merritt, its promoter, and 
the board of directors had pre- 
pared an elaborate ceremony for 
the opening on Noy. 24; invita- 
tions had been, sent to the lieu- 
tenant governor (Sir John Col- 
borne) and the officers of the 
7ist Regiment at York (Toronto) 
that regiment’s band had been 
engaged, bunting secured, ammu- 
nition for the royal salute, and 
provisions, dry and wet, for the 
luncheon; “but the icy hand of 
winter interposed, frost set in, old 
Boreas assumed control on Lake 


Ontario"; and the expedition 
from Toronto had to be aban- 
doned.

The surname Swope is one of the 
variations of the name Schwab— 
one of the most ancient names in 
German history. It is derived from 
a powerful tribe called by Julius 
Caesar “Suevi.” 

When a large portion of South- 
ern Germany was formed into a 
duchy, it was given the tribal name 
and called Swabia. The Schwab 
(sometimes spelled Swab) family 
have continued to dwell there and 
have preserved the ancient name 
Only a small portion of the old 
duchy is now known as Swabia. 

There are several noble houses 
of Schwab in Germany, each hav- 
ing a coat of arms. One general 
characteristic of all the arms is the 
wing of the imperial eagle, showing 
all branches to have a common an- 
cestry. The arms here shown are 
used by the Wurtemburg branch of 
the house of Schwab. This line 
is represented in America by de- 
scendants, many of whom have 
changed the spelling fo the name 
to Swope. The amorial bearings 
here reproduced are registered at 
the Bureau of Heraldry in Vienna. |

This is work that can be 
well done in the winter. It is pro- 
posed to establish a large stock pile 
at Bliss from which future material 
can be drawn. 

The province will provide the 
crushing material and the Domin- 
ion will direct the operation and 
maintenance of the camps. 

Each camp will house about 50 
men 

The minister, in reply to a ques- 
tion, stated that he had not yet re- 
ceived definite word as to when 
work would be commenced but it 
was expected to be in the near 
future. 

Work will continue throughout 
most of the winter if not all.

Brigadier General Hornby, 
of Lethbridge, Presents - 
Scheme 


Edmonton district has a chance 
to get two or three group settle- 
ments and it is estimated that each 
settlement will cost $100,000 to 
establish, it was stated Monday by 
Brigadier General Hornby, of Leth- 
bridge, who is spending the forth- 
coming week in the city to inter- 
view the Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce, the Trades and Labor 
Council and the provincial govern- 
ment regarding his assisted scheme 
of British settlemeni 

The scheme will not cost the city, 
the province or the dominion a 
single cent. the general explained 

Each year, the Imperial House of 
Commons votes three million 
pounds sterling in furtherance of 
British Settlement in Canada, and 
Australia, and the General proposes 
to use this fund for his scheme. 


OUTLINE OF SCHEME 

Briefly, the outline of the scheme 
is this: Only agricultural workers 
from Britain will be chosen, They 
will be established on rented 
arms on the settlements here. No 
loans will be made to them in- 
dividually until they have served 
a probationary period of five years 
on rented farms. Then, it will be de- 
cided whether they are fit to under- 
ake the handling of farms of their 
wn 

The “territorial idea” will be the 
is for the selection of the set- 
s in the old land. Town and 
country committees in Britain will 
hand-pick the intended settlers 
They will come out to farms ready 
to work and completely equipped 
All around them, during their five- 
year probationary period, will be 
men who were their neighbors in 
the old land, 
FARMS IN SOUTH 

General Hornby has himself own- 
ed a farm in the Lethbridge district 
for 25 years, and he has farmed this 
property himself for the past nine 
years, Thus he has a good idea of 
the problems which face the new- 
comer in this country. 

It is estimated that it will cost 
100,000 to establish each settlement 
Of this amount, 20 per cent will be 
pent on land purchases, and the 
»alance on equipping the farms. 

The plan is now on the point of 
being put into operation, General 
Hornby said. Ten locations for 
tlements have been selected in east- 
ern Canada, Two locations have 
been approved in Manitoba, and

In British Columbia we find that 
the lumbering, fishing and minirg| 
industries are all enjoying better | 
conditions. The Port of Vancouver | 
continues to handle large quantities | 
of grain and other commodities 
The political situation there has 
been clarified, and the people, gen- 
erally speaking, are in a happier 
and more hopeful frame of mind 

In the Prairie Provinces the wheat 
crop is still considerably below the | 
average and prices unsatisfactory, | 
but reports would indicate that the 
people are in a more hopeful frame | 
of mind. The farmers are still in| 
much distress, but they are deserv- | 
ing of praise for the courage they 
show in carrying on under very} 
difficult circumstances. Some have | 
been able to make a reduction in 
their debts, but it is still necessary | 
for financial institutions to extend | 
credit where justified. These con-| 
ditions are likely to obtain until) 
there is a greater diversification in 
the farmers’ products. Owing to the 
quotas obtained on behalf of Can- 
ada by our Prime Minister, the out- 
look for the producers of wheat, 
bacon and other products is much} 
more satisfactory today than it was 
a year ago, but Canada has not yot 
been able to take its full advantage 
of the quota for bacon and other 
similar products to Great Britain 
owing to the scarcity of hogs, but 
with rising prices it is to be hoped) 
that the farmers will find it prof- | 
itable to raise more hogs of the 
right type in order that they may 
take advantage of the opportunity 
afforded. | 

In Ontario we find conditions 
much more encouraging. The min-! 
ing industry is prosperous, manu- 
facturing on the whole has im-! 
proved considcrably, unemployment 
throughout the Province has been 
considerably reduced. The news- 
print situation shows increased pro- | 
duction, but prices altogether too 
low to render operations profitable. 
I repeat what I said before, that it 
seems most unfortunate that we 
have not taken advantage of the 
wonderful timber areas which na- 
ture has provided to obtain ade- 
quate returns from the products, | 
most of which are being exported 
without any profitable return for | 
either the newsprint mills or the 
country as a whole 

In the Province of Quebec and in 
the Maritime Provinces conditions | 
are also distinctly better. Our 
Branches do not extend greatly into! 
those territories, but all reports in- 
dicate a decided betierment both in 
volume of production and in prices 
obtained. 

The improvement in Canada’s 
trade, both import and export, be-| 
gan in May last and continued dur- | 
ing the succeeding months, the ex- 
ports for the month of September 
being larger than for any month 
since May, 1931. Canada's trade bal- 
ance for the first six months of | 
this year compared with the same 
period last year shows an increase | 
of over fifty million dollars. This 
is very encouraging
